morning, bringing the sad news that his 
brother, Nels Chris Hanson, 50 years old, 
had been killed in a railway accident at 
Enderlin, North'Dakota, The brother, 
who wns a well known resident of Encine 
fifteen years ago, left his home at Ken- 
more, N. D., for the purpose of coming 
to the Bcllo City, intending to surprise 
his brothers and other.relatives with a 
visit din-ing the holidays.

Mr. Hansen had reached Enderlin, N. 


D.. where a collision took place between 
the passenger and a switch engine in the 
railway yards. Mr. Hansen 
and eight 


others wore killed "in the wreck, but at 
first the body of ilr. Hansen was not 
identified. Immediately after the collis- 
ion the wrecked passenger cars caught 
lire and it wns Only by the narrowest 
margin that. scores were saved 
from 


death in the flamos. 


WAS GOING FULL SPEED. 


Tho train, which wns making up lost 


timu, was loailed to its full capcity with 
Christina* travelers bound 
for 
their 


homes and the east. AB it swung around 
a curve just before entering the yards at 
Enderlin, a switch 'engine was shifting a 
string of box cars-bn a side track. The 
cars did not clear the main track and 
the passenger engine collided, head on, 
with the switch engine. 


Mr. Hansen was in the smoking car as 


were all of the others killed, this «ar 
being completely telescoped with 
the 


baggage ear. 
Here many were also in- 


jured. Tho crew of the 
freight 
train 


were held responsible for the accident. 


ONCE LIVED IN RACINE. 


Mr. Hanson, the dead man, was 50 


venrs old. He was born in Denmark nnd 
fifteen years ago lie settled^ in Racine, 
but' later went t'o'!Dakota,'wherc^hc-took 
up land and became ia prosperous f«rin- 
"cr." Without letting his relatives here 
know Of his intended visit for the holi- 
days he started, only to meet an unex- 
pected death. He is a married man and 
n wife and six children survive.

MAN ACCUSED HEBVOF 


STEALING- HIS MONEY 


Defendant Proved She Was Home at 


Time-Another Woman Having: 


Remarkable Resemblance 


Also Discharged. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 27—One o! the 


most remarkable and distressing cases of 
mistaken identity ever brought before 
the courts in this city -reported its cli- 
max today when the victim, Mrs. Alex 
Trautman, the wife of a prominent phy- 
sician wns, on her alibi, discharged after 
a hearing in a police court. A moment 
nfter Mrs. Trautman had been given her 
liberty, her accuser, Peter J. Hogan, a 
clerk, was placed under arrcat on a 
charge of assault 
preferred by Mrs. 


Trautman. In support of her 
charge 


that Hognn treated lier roughly, when he 
caused her arrest, for alleged theft of 
$12 from a pocketbook, she bared her 
nrm nnd showed the magistrate • black. 
and blue marks where she said Eogan 
had seized tier. 


Hogan displayed tlie purse to the mag- 


istrate and showed iJint in order to re- 
move the money it would-be, necessary to 
unfold three folds and then unlatch a 
snap fastener. 
Hognn said this must 


have boon done while'the purse wns still 
in his pocket. 


Magistrate Finn declared that this w.is 


the most absurd and 
incomprchending 


tiling lie had ever heard of, and that he 
did not believe that it could be done. He 
snid: 


"]f there is any pickpocket in court 


who eon do this I would like to see it 
trictl and I would let him go." 


The evidence against 'Mrs. Trautman 


wns of so flimsy a nature'that Hngis- 
tratc Finn dismissed the complaint with- 
out even the formality of bringing the 
most important witness into the court 
room. 


ALMOST PERFECT DOUBLE. 


This witness who wns nn unwilling 


one, is known as Kitty Wilson, nnd she 
is almost a perfect "double" of the wom- 
an who was accused. Kitty Wilson is 
known to tlie police and tlie fact of her 
remarkable resemblance io Mrs. Traut- 
man. was recalled-soon after'the inves- 
lig.ition' of ,thc'charge madc'-by- Hogan 
was begun. 'As n result of'a-search by 
the police, the missing "double," wns 
taken into custody todny and-'during- the 
arraignment, she was in a small room 
adjoining the court room. Tlie neces- 
sity of taking her before Hogan -was re- 
moved, however, when Magistrate Finn, 
after heaving-.-thc .testimony- of thn.-ac-. 
cuscr and the accused, said there was;no 
ground whatever for holding JTrs. Traut- 
man, and directed that she bo honornbly 
discharged. 


When Hognn was confronted by Kitty. 


Wilson, alleged to be a double of Jlrs. 
Trautman, he said she was 
not 
tho 


woman who robbed him nnd that he nev- 
er saw her before. She was discharged 
from custody, nnd the case against Ho- 
gan was not pressed on the ground that 
he is not mentally responsible.
